A more-or-less clean bill of fare 
was handed St. Joseph’s dormitory 
conditions in a recent survey of all 
campus students taken by the Stu- 
dent Council for the administra- 
tion. 

The only spots to warrant a plur- 
ality of complaint were the lack of 
storage space for clothes and the 
uncomfortable beds. Temperature 
control, ventilation, lighting, study 
space, and bathroom facilities all 
passed the student’s inspective eye. 

Apparently the most satisfactory 
item in the students’ rooms is the 
ventilation. Some 74.3% of the al- 
most 400 residents queried termed 
it “satisfactory.” 12.2% called it 
“barely adequate,” 10.2% unsatis- 
factory, and 3.3% very poor. Lead- 
ing the parade were the frosh of 
Seifert. ..vvherfi . 92,9%: were happy 
with the breezes that flow through 
their rooms. NolUand the Science 
dorm were also high. Drexel was 
the most pessimistic. Only 43.0% 
of Drexel’s hordes called their ven- 
tilation satisfactory, though this 
was a plurality of the returns.

Lighting Good 

Next on the honors list is the 
lighting. Throughout the campus, 
69.0 % called it adequate, 17.4 % 
“barely adequate.” 8.5% inade- 
quate, 2.8% very poor, and 2.3% 
bad. This time Science was high, 
with 93.3% approval of the light- 
ing. The Ad Building turned in a 
66.7% quota and Seifert was 65.1% 
in favor. Low again was Drexel, 
this time with only 60.5% approv- 
al. The worst complaints were from 
Noll, where almost 9% placed it in 
either one of the last two categor- 
ies. ^ . 1 

Third in approval was study 
space, with a 66.7% “adequate” 
rating. 17.3% said they needed one 
fourth more space, 11.4% needed 
one half more space and 4.6% need- 
ed twice as much. Surprisingly, 
Drexel led the pack this time — 
77.9% for those roomy Drexel 
desks. Science had 76.0%, while the 
Ad Building had a meager 50%. 
Seifert turned in 60% and Noll 
66.1% for. Almost one-fourth of 
Noll’s residents need at least half 
as much more space to hit the 
books. 

Other Comments 

The majority of the other items 
on the survey had less than 50% 
favorable comiment. Bathroom fa- 
cilities were rdted only 28.7 % sat- 
isfactory throughout the campus, 
42.1% fair, 15.1% poor, 9% very 
poor. 4.1% said the location was 
OK, 1% said it was not. Here the 
halls were fairly even. Science led 
in “satisfactory’s” with 37.7%; all 
others except Drexel were above 
29%, the senior hall limping in 
with a 13.8% rating. Combining the 
satisfactory and fair ratings, Sci- 
ence again led, with 74.1% of its 
residents in one of those two cate- 
gories. Drexel’s comments were, 
for the majority, “fair,” and they

“The recognition of merit in the j 
individual is natural and proper as 
an incentive to personal and social 
progress.” This quotation is taken 
from the St. Joseph’s College cata- 
logue and is used in introducing the 
various essay contests sponsored by 
the college for the benefit of the 
student body. In the past there has 
been a definite lack of participa- 
1 Tio'rT'iff these ' contests even ' though 
the — outstanding participants in 
these contests receive substantial 
monetary awards along with the 
prestige of .being contest winners. 
It is possible to win twenty -five, 
fifty, or even one hundred dollars 
by participating in the contest. Yet 
each year these cash prizes are 
either overlooked or ignored by the 
majority of the student body.. 

The greatest reason for the lack 
o f par ticipation is the misconcep- 
tion that these essay contests are 
never won by anyone but the so- 
called “brains” of the school. Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. 
A check of the winners of the last 
few years would immediately dis- 
prove this fact. — — 

Another reason given by most of 
the students for passing up the 
contests is the time element. Class- 
es, term papers, intramurals, and 


pinochle take up quite a bit of the 
students time. The answer to this 
is that any contest entry need not 
be an extra-curricular activity. A 
class assignment, such as an es- 
say, term paper on any subject, a 
short stor y, o r almost anything can 
be lengthened a bit, polished just 
a little, and submitted as a possible 
prize winning, entry. Most of the 
time put into su’fh a project would 
have been necessary for the class- 
work. 

The college offers three compe- 
titive contests in writing. These 
contests are: 

A) The Alumni Essay Award 
given annually to the student sub- 
mitting the best English essay td 
a committee of three appointed by 
the St. Joseph’s Alumni Associa- 
tion. The first prize in this contest 
is twenty-five dollars; the second 
prize, fifteen dollars. This contest 
is open to the entire student body. 

B) The Mary J. Pursley Memor- 
ial Award* for Creative Writing is 
given annually to the student sub- 
mitting the best example of cre- 
ative writing. Any form of fiction, 
drama, or poetry is acceptable. The 
award for this contest is fifty dol- 
lars.

To dispel any Erin Go Brach the- 
ories Mr. Kilmer assured me that 
neither he nor his fourth cousin 
owe their linage to the old sod, but 
are of Pennsylvania Dutch ances- 
try who settled the area about his 
home town of South Bend back in 
1836 when ‘Injuns’ were more than 
mere copy for a western novelist. 
His grandfather was a surgeon and 
his father is a dentist, now retired. 

' Mr. Kilmer attended the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame where he re- 
ceived his A.B. in 1943; his M.A. 
in 1947 ; and his Ph.D. Candidacy in 
1949. He became assistant Dean of 
the College of Arts and Letters in 
the University but resigned that 
post in 1952 only to make his bow 
in the political spotlight. 

Through the help of a leading po- 
litical figure in Minnesota and the 
East who had fostered the idea to 
nominate the then General Eisen- 
hower, Mr. Kilmer came in charge 
of the drafting of the Republican 
nominee’s personal correspondence. 

He remained in Denver, Colorado, 
at this job Until Labor Day when 
Ike moved to the Commodore Hotel 
in New York City, later known as 
the ‘Little White House.’ Here he 
became officer of. the day greeting, 
meeting, and receiving celebrities 
of all rank from the Indian ambas- 
sadress Madame Pandit to Claire 
Booth Luce. 

After the election he decided 
that the hubub of a political life 
was not for him and he refused a 
job in Washington under the new 
administration. 

It was through Ed Fisher, one 
time public relations man here on 
campus, that Mr. Kilmer heard of 
St. Joe. To end the interview I ask- 
ed him what he thought of the 
place. He quite frankly answered 
“I like it.”
